"If  tho  city  assumed  it  had  no 
reason  to  believe  the  valve  defoettve 
thcr<'  r.iuld  net,  nt  course,  bO  any 
blame  iiliachiiiH  lo  ttiem.  "  witness 
replied 

"If  the  city  had  made  a  tcfit  the 
pipe  would  have  stood  right  up 
against  it?"  asked  counsel.  Witneu 
agreed. 

MR.  J.  L.  FEU/OWES 
AMr  J  I,  F^ellowes,  former  city  en- 
ginerr  «t  Vancouver,  examined  by 
Mr.  Moresby  on  the  gravity  system, 
said  the  latter  differed  inasmuch  as 
there  was  no  control  oi  the  water 
in  the  mains,  thus  necessitating  me- 
chanlcal  devloss  for  control,  such  as 
regulalui;}  valves.  His  opinion  was 
based  on  the  examination  for  dis- 
covery of  Mr.  Preston,  and  if  these 
statement.}  were  true  then  he  would 
say  that  the  cause  of  the  break  was 
dtie  to  a  surge. 

Asked  by  counsel  whether  any  ac- 
tion could  have  been  taken  which 
would  have  provided  rea^sonable 
nieans  for  preventing  future  breaks, 
witness  said  that  if  the  control  v>iis 
In  perfect  order — and  it  might,  al- 
though perfect  for  a  long  time,  go 
off— and  a  surge  came  on,  a  reduc- 
tion would.  In  Vancouver,  be  put  on. 
He  did  not  know  whether  any  such 
device  existed  in  this  city. 

Mr  Fcllowes  wa.s  a.sked  what  lie 
considered  would  have  been  a  iea..s- 
oiiablt'  thlnjf  for  Mr  Pre.slon  or  the 
waterworka  department  to  have  done 
in  regard  to  the  proteetton  of 
p<q;>erty. 

As  two  previous  breaks  had  taken 

place  and  two  breaks  afterwards,  re 
plied  witness,  he  thought  It  would 
have  been  reasonable,  in  tliose  par- 
ticular localitle.s.  to  have  made  a 
test  of  the  system  ui  (he  uaUOl  Way 
engineers  would  make  It. 

An  analysis,  chemical  and  physi- 
cal, of  the  broken  pipe  submitted 
was  rsad  by  Mr.  Morssby.  who  asked 
that,  assuming  that  a  gauge  was  in 
order,  to  what  cause  witness  would 
ascribe  the  breaking  of  the  pip< 
Witnes.s  replied  that  If  the  whole  o: 
the  pipe  was  of  the  same  l<'xluri 
as  the  analysis  of  the  broken  piece 
then  the  pip'-  :ii-ver  should  have 
broken  by  Internal  pressure.  There 
must  have  been  some  excessive  pres- 
sure. A  teet  would  not  have  dis- 
covered the  break. 

If,  asked  Maclean,  there  had 
been  a  surge  on  the  pipe  as  sug- 
gested would  there  not  have  been  a 
record  made  on  the  automatic 
gaiiKe:- 

Tliat  dppnided  on  the  machine, 
said  witness  It  might  not  be  in 
condition  wiiere  it  would  respond 
immediately. 

Adjournment  was  then*  taken  until 
10  o'clock  this  morning.

At  the  opening  of  the  case  In  the 
momLog  Mr.  Moresby  explained

Plaintiff  said  he  was  sole  owner 
f  the  cobbler's  business  carried  on 
by  Hong  Sing  Co  at  1804  Govern- 
ment Street.  Early  in  the  morning 
of  Sunday.  April  8.  1928.  the  water 
from  the  burst  pipe  damaged  a 
quantity  of  goods  In  the.  basement, 
on  entwlng  which  he  found  It  half  • 
full  of  water.  Other  damage  was 
also  caused  by  the  city  deparUnent's 
coming  In  to  clear  up.  His  average 
takings,  he  said,  averaged  110  to  ISO 
a  day  and  he  losi  about  SSTSa  ditfS' 
takings.

He  did  not  know  of  any 
previous  bursting  of  pipes  in  the 
locaUty,  but  there  had  been  a  break 
last  September  near  his  store. 

Constable  John  Ireland  testified 
to  visiting  the  scene,  the  whole  of 
the  strset.  he  said,  appearing  to  be 
bubbling  underneath,  with  much 
noise  and  rush  of  water  between 
the  ear  tracks.

In  these  latter  days 
there  has  bem  iv  Krt>at  (ical  of  t.ilk  of  naval 
parity  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  but  no  one  kaofws  what  tt  means,  what  It 
lr.\  :v>  upon  what  11  doponds  and  for  what  It 
Is  Uc:iUed.  Some  of  those  aspects  are  dealt  with 
by  Mr.  Geoffrey  Drage  In  a  letter  to  The  London 
Times.  One  point  that  he  makes  clear  Is  that 
parity  does  not  consist  In  ships-  alone  but  still 
more  In  trained  men.  In  the  latter  case  the 
American  Navy  has  a  larger  personnel  than  the 
British  at  the  present  time.  Whereas,  since  the 
Amlstlee,  Great  Britain  has  reduced  her  naval 
personnel  ri'im  150.000  to  99,800,  the  United 
States  has  been  making  Increases  and  now  has 
la  her  navy  a  personnel  of  14.700  men  more  than 
Great  Britain  has.  In  the  American  Navy  the 
proportion  of  officers  to  men  Is  greater  than  in 
the  Royal  Navy  and  this  makes  an  expansion  of 
personnel  ea.'jlcr  at  any  tlnie 

Under  the  proposed  agreement  respecting 
parity  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
Btates  Great  Britain  Is  to  have  fifty  cruisers.  In 
1827  Lord  Jelllcoe  said  at  Geneva  that  114 
emlaers  proved  Insufficient  In  1B14.  m  1927 
Great  Britain  wa.s  supposed  to  have  .seventy 
cruisers,  twenty-five  of  which  were  wanted  to 
work  with  capital  ships,  thus  leaving  forty-five 
for  trade  protection.  In  the  words  of  Lord  .lel- 
Ucoe  this  gave  one  cruiser  for  every  2,500  miles 
of  eommunlcatlons.  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Geoffrey 

Draga  points  out,  depends  on  lier  cruisers,  '  to 
protect  the  Import  of  our  food  and  raw  materials, 
without  which  we  are  faced  with  starvation  and 

ruin."  Seventy  cruLsers  were  considered  neces- 
sary In  1927  when  the  peace  of  the  world  was 
even  more  secure  than  it  is  today,  yet  the  agree- 
II'  1  •  ■,  !'L  the  United  States  will  only  give  Great 
Britain  fifty  cruisers  in  the  future.  This  means 
that  numerical  parity,  which,  in  the  matter  of 
cruisers.  Gi  !  ;faln  refused  to  accept  at  the 
conference  in  Washington  on  naval  limitations 
in  1021.  will  give  the  United  States,  "not  equality 
but  a  real  advantage  "  over  Great  Britain.  The 
United  States  is  a  country  much  more  concen- 
trated and  self-sufficient  than  the  British 
Empire 

Mr  Geoffrey  Drage  believes  that  the  reason 
lying  behind  the  desire  for  so-called  parity  Is 
due  to  the  cant  and  misleading  phrase  "the  free- 
dom of  the  sea.'?."  "The  seas,"  he  says,  "are,  of 
course,  free  in  peace  time."  In  time  of  war  it  is 
suggested  ^at  when  two  Powers  are  at  war  the 
belllRerents  should  give  up  at  sea  the  right  they 
always  exercise  on  land  to  prevent,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, supplies  being  procured  from  neutral 
Power*:  This  freedom,  as  a  recent  United  States 
historian  has  pointed  out,  the  United  States 
when  at  war  has  consistently  violated,  while  she 
ha.s  vigorously  a.sserted  It  when  neutral.  "The 
panacea  for  this  trouble,"  proposed  by  Mr.  Geof- 
frey Drage,  "is  to  institute  a  system  of  rationing 
and  certification  with  an  orKanlzatlon  and  con- 
trol like  that  of  the  Netherlands  Overseas  Trust 
In  the  Great  War."  He  asks  if  the  united  BUtes 
would  assent  to  this?

How  new  oil  discoveries  bring  a  big  increase 
of  population  In  their  wake  and  tend  to  develop 
hitherto  ncRlected  places  In  the  world  is  strik- 
ingly Illustrated  in  the  rise  to  fame  of  Aruba. 
This  small  island  Is  near  Maricaibo.  not  far  from 
i  '  mainland  of  Venezuela,  or  from  the  impor- 
tant Dutch  West  Indies  town  of  Curacao,  where 
the  worM's'  sixth  btiilest  harbor  is  located.  Cen- 
turies  of  bad  luck  and  abuse  from  both  man  and 
Nature  had  made  Aruba  a  place  shunned  and 
unknown,  the  ugly  duckling  of  the  Carribean 
Sea,  but  In  the  last  year  and  a  half  it  has  been 
given  to  ao|(ttowlffdged  place  on  the  map. 

Of  the  four  Dutch  posse.sslons  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  Aruba  is  .secoml  only  to  Curacao, 
tn  importance.  Thousands  of  workmen  and 
hundreds  of  contractors  have  flocked  to  Aruba. 
this  almost  barren  Island,  and  are  trying  franti- 
cally to  finish  building  accommodation  for  the 
oil  refinery  employees  already  on  the  spot.  The 
population  has  Increased  from  8,000  to  24.000  In 
the  past  year  Conditions  nre  just  emerging 
from  that  crowded  makeshift  stage  which  always 
follows  a  boom  in  an  undeveloped  place.  How 
did  this  happen?  Two  of  the  cimpanies  that 
refine  oil  from  the  oil  fields  around  Maracaibo 
needed  a  deep-water  base  for  their  storage  and 

reflnlnp:  'station':  l.nV.r-  Maracaibo.  on  the  shores 
of  which  arc  Maracaibo  and  the  largest  oil  com- 
pan)e«,  to  shallow,  particularly  at  Its  narrow  en- 
frnnee.  where  vessels  of  more  than  an  eleven-foot 
draft  cannot  cross  the  sand  bars.  When  refined 
wMlUn  tbe  lake  the  produeta  have  to  be  taken 
on  ."^mnll  lake  tankers  and  transferred  to  ocean- 
going tankers.  It  was  clearly  better  to  have 
lake  tankers  brtag  the  erude  oil  out  to  a  stotlon 

where  the  refined  products  could  be  loaded  di- 
rectly fi^r  distribution  by  the  larger  craft. 

In  spite  of  its  uncompronlslng  appearance 
.^nlbR  offers  certain  ndvantages  as  an  oil  .sta- 
tion, being  six  hours  nearer  to  Uio  oil  fields  of 
Venesuela  than  either  Curacao  or  Paraguana.  80

Those  passen- 
gers who  have  already  flown  In  the  R-101  claim 
there  is  no  vibration,  and  in  the  sleeping  berths 
there  is  less  noise  experienced  than  In  a  ship  at 
sea.  It  to  admitted  by  the  British  authorities 
that  the  new  air.ships  are  experimental,  but  they 
have  been  designed  specifically  to  provide  safety 
and  comfort  for  travelers  even  at  the  loss  of 
ability  to  carry  a  useful  commercial  load  The 
routes  for  these  ships  still  seem  In  abeyance.  One 
of  them  was  to  have  made  a  trial  trip  to  Canada 
this  year,  but  that  project  has  been  postponed. 
Doubtless  the  first  long-distance  journey  wiU 
take  place  to  the  Orient  along  a  route  where 
weather  conditions  are  better  known  than  over 
the  Atlantic. 


We  shall  derive  far  greater  benefits  from  the 
tourist  Industry  In  this  country  when  the  people 
of  Canada  cease  to  pour  into  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange*  twice  a.s  much  money  as  American 
tourists  leave  here  each  year.  Speculation  Is  more 
than  neutralizing  the  tourist  Industry.

Notwith- 
standing the  declaration  of  the 
liberal-minded  gentlexnan  who  Ib 
Interested  in  the  sale  of  motor  ears, 
we  declare  In  rebuttal  of  hLs  dec- 
laration that  there  Is  a  direct  re- 
in t^ion  between  the  rates  at  whleh 
motor  car.s  are  driven  and  the  num- 
ber of  accidents  and  deaths  upon 
the  strscto  and  highways.

The  mortality  upon  the  highways 
of  this  continent  probably  will 
reach  the  appalling  total  of  thirty 
thousand  this  year,  and  it  will  In- 
crease as  the  square  of  speed  in- 
creases, as  the  mathematicians  say. 
Yet  we  must  not  attempt  to  lessen 
this  appalling  death  rate  by  making 
laws,  becaase  If  laws  are  made  they 
will  be  made  to  be  broken,  IUlc  all 
other  laws,  including  the  law 
against  drinking  Intoxicating  liquor 
and  the  law  against  homicide. 

•  •  • 
Murder  has  been  a  crime  since 

the  beginning  of  organized  society 
and  the  murderer  is  still  with  us 
and  may  be  with  us  until  the  crack 
of  doom,  but  It  Is  useless  to  pass 
laws  against  murder,  because  such 
laws  will  be  broken.  And  yet  It 
is  possible  that  by  hanginfr  a  mur- 
derer occasionally  we  protect  .sociciy 
to  a  certain  extent  against  the 
crime  of  homicide.  Compjft-Ing  the 
criminal  statistics  of  this  country 
with  the  criminal  statistics  of  some 
other  countries,  we  reach  the  logical 
conclusion  that  wlille  capital  pun- 
ishment may  not  absolutely  prevent 

mnrdrr  from  being  eOUUBlttSd,  it 
has  a  somewliat  sobering  effect 
upon  the  mind  of  the  fsOow  who 
may  be  eentempiating  murder.

Anyone  n^o  has  driven  a  motor 

cftr  for  n  con.slderabl'^  length  of 
time  knows  tlutt  there  are  circum- 
stances under  whldi  It  is  tierfeetly 

.safe  to  drive  at  What  a  t^f.  vears 
ago  would  have  been  regarded  as 
an  excessive  rate  of  speed,  and 
cirt  umstances  under  which  it  would 
be  hoUilng  short  of  criminal  to 
drive  at  the  same  rate  of  speed. 
That  is  postulating  that  the  in- 
dividual at  the  wheel  is  the  de- 
termining factor  between  safety 
and  danger.  That  Is  Just  the 
point.  The  Individual  at  the  wheel 
may  have  had  little  experience  in 
driving  cars- and  the  individual 
at  the  wheel  may  be  so  constituted 
physically  that  a  lifetime  of  ex- 
perience would  not  make  him  a 
competent  and  safe  driver.  As 
long  as  new  drivers  are  going  upon 
the  road  by  the  doaen  or  the  hun- 
dred every  week,  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  (motor  drivers  as  well 
as  pedestrians,  heedless  children  as 
well  as  persona  carrying  the  handi- 
cap of  years),  there  must  be  laws 
limltli^  the  rate  of  speed.

Of  course,  if  a  few  seconds  of  the 
time  of  a  person  driving  a  car  for 
pleasure,  of  a  van  for  business,  or 
a  trueic  for  gain,  is  of  more  value 
than  human  life,  then  the  logical 
thing  to  do  Is  adopt  the  advice  of 
the  gentleman  Interested  tn  the  sale 
of  motor  cars  and  abolish  all  legal 
speed  limits.  Even  under  existing 
restrictions  and  tn  the  face  of  the 
tow.  a  large  number  of  those  ve- 
hicles tilt  a  furious  pace,  dodge  nc- 
cldents  by  a  hair's  breadth,  occa- 
sionally .smash  into  telephone  poles, 
through  fences,  bito  other  machines 
and  bowl  over  hicldess  pedestrians 
with  faUl  resulU.
